in the spring of 1959, uhile stationed in Marine Air Gontrol 
Squadron 9 at an outpost of Toro Marine Base, Santo Ana, 
California, I became aquainted with another young liarine in the 
same outfit named Lee Harvey Oswald* 

My Warren Commission testimony relating to this period can be 
found in volume It of the 26 volumes which supplement the Warren 
Report* 


In October of 1959, while serving in Marine Air Gontrol Squadron 
1, Atsugi Naval Air Station, Atsugi, Japan, I read in the newspaper 
that my former aquaintance^ Lee Oswald, had walked into the ^\Hierican 
Embassy in Moscow, turned in his passport, and announced his intent- 
ion of taking up residence in the Soviet Union* 

1 thereupon decided to w^rite a novel about a young Marine who 
becomes disillusioned with the United States as a result of his 
overseas tour of duty in the Marine Corps and in the end defects 
to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics* The title I chose for 
this first novel attempt was The Idle Warriors* 


Luring the brief period of time that I had kno^A>. Oswald, he 
seemed genuinely disillusioned with the United States and claimed 
to believe that the Russians had a better system* He had just 
been overseas in Marine /dr Control Squadron 1* Mow that I was 
overseas, and serving in the same outfit in which he had served 
previous to meeting me, I was also becoming di si llufj toned idth 
the United States and coming more and more to feel that 1 could 
understand his apparent defection to the Soviet Union* 

As Oswald had been, I became an outspoken cr-itic of U*S* foreign 
policy and of the Marine Corps in particular* As Oswald had done^ 

I began to eixsotey orders and ridicule tny military superiors. Mid 
as had Oswald, I began espousing Marxist doctrines* Moreover, 1 
pasted that I was writing poor man Ms Uglv Merican” which would 
blow the Ud off' the situation resulting from peacetime stationing 
of troops in the Far East. « t.

X continued work on "fhe Idle Warriora after I ^ot out of the 
Marine Corps, I also continued a close relationship with one 
other Marine from ll\GS-9/M\CS-l, This man struck up a friendship 
with me at the time I knew Oswald* He and I were then assigned 
overseas duty ton^'^ther in MACS-l, where our friendship continued. 

In Marine Air Control Squadron 1 at Atsugi this individual had the 
hi^'jhes t security job of any enlisted man in the outfit. If 1 had 
some kind of intelligence '^babysitter” when I was in the service 
it was almost certainly this man. His name is Bud Siinco and his 
imnediate superior was It.

So by the time Greg and 1 went to hew Orleans I was* in many 
respects, a rightTT7inger, Among other things, I bitterly opposed

February and March in New Orleans were difficult times for Greg 
audJXJ*^'! believe it was in Late March or early April that I finally 
managed to get a part-time job as a telephone solicitor at the 
Foster Aiming Company. 

The fact that I had a full beard had prevented me, I think, from 
getting a job sooner* I had by this time, I believe, borrowed money 
from Greg and dra^m unemployment on my U.S.M.C. service* For while 
my politics were capitalist, my life-style and cultural interests were 
post-beatnik bohemian. I hustled awnings and aluminum siding over the 
teleplione in the mornings and wrote and adventured around the ZVench 
(garter in the afternoons and evenings. i

It was probably somewhere in the early party\ April that I met 
Slim (Roderick R, ) Brooks one day at v;ork* Somehow, he was sitting 
at a phone desk which I was to take over for a short while before 
both of us got off work — I’m not sure of the exact details. But 
whatever these were, I wound up sitting at Slim’s desk and I noticed 
immediately that he had left some doddling behind him -- Japanese 
ICanji symbols (wdiich I had studied in 1L\CS*1 overseas). 

It turned to Slin and said, 'nicy I X<m just back from Japan, and 
I’m siting a novel on peacetime Marines in the Far Mast." 

Slim nooded his head, almost as if in agreement with my statement, 
smiled at me, ami proposed that we spend the afternoon together.

Russian Communist leaders. 

Row I believe, but am not totally certain, that it was also on 
this wce]:end that Gary bej^an talking; about a book he said be was 
ffoing to warite, for v/hich he said the v/orkin^ title was Hitler 
V/as A Good Guy . 

Each cKapter was fioing to fictionally portray what would have 
happened if one of the other Nazi leaders had gotten into power 
instead of llitlex*, and it was going to be backed up with quotations 
from their writings. 

In conjunction ^^rith this, Gary also discu.ssed his theory that 
**the secret to Hitler’s power was that he had no power.'* Gary said 
that Hitler had no branch of the military, no police unit, no 
government bureaucracy, no union, and no criminal organization un.ler 
his personal and direct control -- and that it v/as for this reason 
that those who did have such organizations under their control 
trusted him, whereas they did not trust each other. Hitler, he 
said, T/as a "compromise candidate.** 

I think ^7c rliscussed this "idea for a book" most of the day 
that Saturday and all afternoon that Sunday. On Sunday, at some 
point during our conversation, Gary said that Hitler had made one 
very stupid mistake: he had gone public. Instead of becoming an 
orator and a holder of government office, Gary said. Hitler should 
have lived the life, outv;ardly, of an ordinary German citizen, and 
should have governed though his powerful friendvS such a relatively 

anonymous position in society. from 

Gary a.sked nc if I v;ould do research for him, and I believe he 
paid me about ten dollars for this "research.** It consisted of 
my going to the Hew Orleans Public Library, locating boolcs on Nazi 
leaders other than Hitler, and \ 7 riting dovm their more atrocious 
ideas- I then gave these notes to Gary and heard little if anything 
about the book after that. 

1 no\/ speculate that these notes were used in conjunction with 
the Olympia tv^pev/ritcr upon which 1 had typed some of The Idle 
V/arriors to produce a manuscript under my by-line which v/ould 
be useful at a later date (probably in 1968) for incriminating me. 

1 do not Icnow that any such manuscript ever came to the attention 
of Jim Garrison or h'arrcn Report critic Harold V/eisberg, but it 
should be fairly easy to question them and find out^ Doth Garrison

I first sent the book mmiuscript to Charles Tuttle and Sons in 
Vermont who publish n lot of books about Japan, having a Toyko office 
I believe. Ihcy rejected it. 1 next sent it, in all probability, 
to Helen Curtis Broxm literary agents, because another friend of 
Joyce Talley’s named Saul GflTtlieb had suggested that. After awhile 
X lost hope of selling the ifianuscript and' turned my attention to 
other things.

in the autumn of 1963 , in fact, Glint took an eirtraorclinarj^ in- 
terest in me and in seeiny to It that I .sat do^.tn^and wrote, lie 
provided me with what he called a "controversial” typetrifccr, be- 
cause, he. said, there was a controversy concerning its o^.Tiership* 
lie told me not to worry about anything, that be would talce care of 
me^^^iat I should just write. He even provided me with a woman, 

— ""ihis was Jeanne Hack, Glint always called me his son, and one 
night when I was sitting in the Bourbon House he walked Vip with 
Jeanne and introduced her to me an his daughter^ Then he said,

At;hile later v;hen I left the Bourbon House Jeanne, somewhat to 
my surv>risc, left with me, and trailed around i-;ith me for the 
next several days, (Jeanne’s father, a Dr. Hack, was a well-known 
heart specialist at the Tulane I led i cal Center at that time; 
in 1968 she was one of the witnesses that Garrison questioned about 
me and, a.c cording to what X heard, was then living in the 1 lid west

As I was to lemai after the as^'assination, Osirald had made head-

Th i5 rdr?i^c aus cd me to think very hard about who X was with 
in the autumn of 1965 and what they seened to l>e thinking about and 
doing. 

But before going into detail about that time period in general 
I want to cover my relationship with Slim,

i>llm did rof.iain a colorful fipure in our eyes, however, and it 
was entirely pleasant to spend an^evnnin^ or an afternoon with him 
now and thetift lie was not a writer, Imt he had a way with words that 
was cxti^nord inar 3 ^<» S/lien he spoke, he drooled articles f^encrnlly and 
res OX' ted to original, albeit sometimes oft repeated, ways of describ- 
ing things , 1 remember, for example, the night he sa.id of a couple 

wc visited of which the male member was scratched up and the female 
member bruised: "Looks like they been having an argument — by hand^" 

1 dubbed Slim a natural poet and called his one-liners "Slimmericks * 

ulven Slim and I first met, he was living on one of the streets 
in the :juartrr that runs nat'nllcl with Bourbon and with Itamnart?" and 
is located bet^'cen them — probably it was Danphinc, He lived here 
f or nil i t e m 1 i 1 c , 

Later on -- 1 k,i not sure when -- he was living out of the <kiarter 
on the Irish Channel on Magasine Street* He also lived here for quite 
some time. 

By 1964 he was living In the Quarter again somci/here up around ^ 
Decatur Street, And the ].ast fetj times I have seen him — in a 
brief visit to the -.Quarter in 1966‘J^I believe, and in 1968 when I 
becanc involved with Jim Garrison’s theories Slim was living on 
Dec atur Str^' e t , 

1 don’t recall ever spending tine with Oz^ry ^ without Slim being 
present, but most of the time I spent with Slim was without Gary, 
though Slim frequently brought Gary up, usually referring to him 
s im ply as " bj' o th e r- i n - 1 aw . ' ’ 

Slim seemed to find Cary qtiite fascinating — admiring in particular 
the deviousness of his mind. 

Also, during part of the time that I Slim he was in a hospital 

which vxns out in the direction of Hapoleon Avenue sOTnevdiere , ^ I think 
1 rode the Ilaraciue Street bus to get there. Tills was sometime in 
the early sixties, before 1965* 

Because of his TB 81in war not fit for the vmrk he loved best, 
going to sea, so he worked at odd jobs and seened to have a very 
hard^'time of it ceononlcally* Although "brother-in-law'’ v/as modestly 
well-off, it appeared, Slim never seemed to depend cm hiiEt for help, 
nr to expect econnnic assistance,. They both seemed philasophically 
opposed to that kind of relationship* Gary believed in survival of 
the fit and SLin summed up his owtl ethic in that area as; "I got mine; 
hm-? you doin'?"

There were sone others with whom I interacted in the autunn of 
1963. 1 feel that I should mention them^ but I cannot speculate 

with much certainty on whether or not they were involved in any 
operations related to the assassination, 

1 spent a great deal of time with Jim byer, who was goxng through 
economic hardship, as was 1, that fall (previous to my employmeTit 
at Arno's). I was making some money in tips working at Castillo's 
Mexican Restaurant and on at least one occasion I split my day's 
earnings with Jim. We spent a Lot of time just hanging out to- 
gether, doing little besides killing time* 

Jim was also an Ayn Rand freak. He had been married to a woman 
named Boots ie Gulp whose family lived across the river from Wew 
Orleans, and she, too, was an admirer of A\'n Rand* Jim came from 
a Lebonese family which had settled in Kentucky, and I believe he 
had been spending the summer with them* 

JitQ, as I recall, had a friend named Frank whom we visited from 
time to time somewhere there in the French Quarter. Not until ^ 
after I testified in 1963 did 1 learn that the full name of this 
Frank was Frank Martin, Jr, — someone Garrison had asked me about 
and over when th e full name meant no thing ^ 

^AnotSer persori I Icnew through Jim and about whom Garrison asked 
me — and whose name I did not place regarding events in my om 
life — was Dave Chandler* After testifying for the Orleans 
Parish Grand Jury in 1963 I placed Pave Chandler as another friend 
of Jim's, also into Ayn Rand, who I met in the autumn of 1963 and 
with whom I even had breakfast one morning. In 1968 1 learned that 
Dave Chandler was a friend of Glint Bolton's, and also that he had_ 

een a stringer for Life magazine at the time I kne w hl m^ — ^ 

^^tictrafd~ wUo became a Warren 

Report critic and did a scries of interviews with me on tape in 
1963, once expressed the opinion to me that Dave Chandler "knew 
more about the assassination than he was telling*"' He did not 
iye the basis for his suspicions, however. 

A few years back 1 heard second-hand that Jim Dyer was living 
in New York city and was involved in hard drug traffic. 


Jeanne Hack, with whom I was having a deteriorating and sordidly 
petty relationship in the autumn of 1963, was also associated with 
a sky diver who said he was part of a graveling show* His name was 
Alan Campbell and he was also a former Atsugi Marine, and he spoke 
fluent Japanese. Possibly he was working with some military 
intelligence operation* 

Finally, Jeanne had a younger brother who stayed with us part of 
the time, and as 1 recall he was supposed to be on leave from the Navy* 

The John Kennedy assassination was a traumatic event in my life. 

This was due partially to my anti-Kennedy sentiments and bow 
expressing these brought me into conflict with friends and acquaintances 
of the time. But more importantly it had to do with Oswald -- that 
he was someone 1 had knovm personally, that he was murdered and that, 
about his life, as opposed to the President's, nobody seemed to care* 

1 identified strongly with Oswald* 

So in December of 1963 when 1 left the French Quarter for Northern 
Virginia, 1 felt lilce an exile. I got a job in a high-rise apartment 
building called Shir ling ton I louse as a doorman and st anti -in PBX operator* 


Durinff this yc^ar 1 made a final attempt to embrace whoLehear tedly 
the philosophy of A 3 m Rand, on the theory that all my troubles 
resulted from an insufficient mastery of the ‘’principles of^ 
Objcctivisra* ” As a result I becaraa an even more difficult in-- 
dividual than I had been before* I T^?rote letters which expressed 
this state of mind — to Jessica luck, i^il Boatright (a poet 
I had kno'im in New Orleans), and others — and I believe these 
letters came to the attention of Jim Garrison and other Warren 
Report critics in 1968 and cause me to appear more authoritarian 
and neurotic than I was previous to the year in Arlington, and 
certainly more so than I have ever been since* 

1 believe it was during this same period of time that Greg 
Hill returned to Wew Orleans for another extended stay* Greg 
has always been able to get around my dogmatic tendencies with 
his keen humor and wit, and so we remained in fairly close contact 
by mail during 1964. 

Greg and I had invented a malce-believe religion in the fifties 
centered around the Greek goddess of confusion and disorder, Kris, 
and we called it the Discordian Society* Discordian doctrines 
and dogmas cP ^c om pr i s ed the subject of much of hur correspondence 

since these have always been of high interest to Greg* 

Hy reason'^Sfcjif^ for mentioning thf> m is because 

Slim Brooks was an active participant in exchanging Discordian 
declarations and documents and Gary Kirstein would therefore have 
known about this net^'jork and may have used it as cover at some 
point or other* In 1963 PvOger Lovin told me that Jim Garrison 
was investigating the possibility that the Discordian Society was 
some kxnd of GL;\ front — which, at that time, I thought was very 
funny and completely absurd of Garrison* 

Roger Loviti was another active Discordian in New Orleans* due 
1 think to Dreg Hill’s 1964 efforts there* Roger was also a close 
friend of Slim Brooks and in 1968 when he fell under suspicion 
with Garrison’s office much as I did, he began putting out an 
underground paper in New Orleans called Word* 

I have never knoi^ Roger very well* Be has a reputation for 
being a charming con artist* He also has nximerous artistic and 
theatrical talents* During the autumn of 1963 Roger and I used 
to see each other in the Bourbon House from time to time and

In late summer of 1964 I returned to Nexr Orleans for a visit* 

I’m sure that a couple of x^eeks before I made this trek I must have 
dropped a line to Slim and/or Glint to announce my forthcoming 
ajcyival, 

V/hen I got there, and saw Slim, he told me, "There’s a man xyants 
/ to see you before you leave tox^," I asked him who. He said, as 
/ if imparting something of great significance, "Fellow whose name 
( begins x^ith K. Lives out on Jefferson Highx^ay. " 

That seemed odd to me, that Gary should xv^ant to make a special 
(^^ffort to get together x^ith me, since we had never been close. 

V ^ fivi-t 1 agreed to a meeting- 

Through Slim, I arranged to meet x-^ith Gary at the Quorum coffee 
house on Esplanade, since I had arranged to lecture there one 
evening on x^hy, as a Uandite, I believed it xjas an intellectually 
respectable position to support Barry Goldx^ater for the iVesideticy. 

night of the lecture came, and Gary did not attend. I don't 
remember whether Slim sat in for the lecture or not, but in any case 
both he and Gary were there afterwards, out in back on the patio 
which adjoined the coffee house. 

As I recall, Gary xjas already seated comfortably as Slim and 
1 approached. At that time the Warren Report had just been issued — 
or x-?as just about to be, possibly and Slim seemed to regard me 
as a celebrity on that account. He kept calling people over x.^ho 
had not attended the lecture and did not Icnox^ me from my previous 
stay in Nexj Orleans and each time, as he introduced me, he xirould 
say: "TIais is Kerry — he knexj Osx^ald." And, as xJas my wont in 
those days, 1 would say: "Yeah, I masterminded the Kennedy assas^in^ 
^tion. How do you do?’’ 

Nox^ Gary had almost nothing to say to me, but he seemed to be 
regarding the situation xjith great satisfaction. I couldn’t figure 
it out. V/hat x^as the purpose of this meeting? 



Another reason it seemed strange to find Gary so silently pleased 
with himself was the recent death of Ola Holcomb, v;ho had after all 
been his lover for at least sevei'a! months just a couple of years 
earlier, Ola had apparently committed suicide by shooting herself 
i^^ the head a couple of weeks earlier (probably at about the same 
time news had reached Lhe French fjuarter of my impending visit)* 

\^/hen I heard that Ola had killed herself I was deeply shoclced 
she was an extremely strong person. Also, she had always appeared 
to be very close to her mother, with whom she was living at the ^ 
time of her death, and yet she apparently blasted her head open in 
the kitchen of their apartment, leaving her remains for her mother 
to discover. It was astonishing that OLa should have killed her- 
self and even more peculiar to my way of thinking that Gary Kirstein 
should seem in such good spirits so soon afterr/ards — but while 
these things struck me as odd, I did not put them together in my 
mind .

believe Gary thought I already had an inkling concerning his guilt 
but was keeping my mouth shut because of fear and/or my hatred for 
Kennedy. Ola's politics, in spite of my having converted her to 
Ayn Rand in 1961, were much more liberal than mine and tl^erc x^;ould 
have been little question in Caryls mind as to what she would have 
done about the discovery that Gary had assassinated Kennedy. 


Nov7, getting back to the scene at the Quorum coffee house (very 
near to which Slim was living in 1964, by the way, for whatever 
that information might be worth), Gary just continued to sit there 
in the semi-darlmess grinning his smug grin and looking at me, 
while Slim and I and various coffee house clientele made small 
talk, v/ith me very conscious of Garj^^'s obser\»’ing mute presence. 

I do not remember what the subjects of this small talk were, 
but some of them — in light of the way Slim x^7as introducing me — 
must have revolved around the assassination, and my opinions con- 
cerning Oswald's guilt, whether or not others were involved, etc. 

Finally, Slim and Gary started making ready to leave, and — 
since I felt wc had not conversed much — I must have asked Gary 
something to the effect of how V7as he doing these days. His 
reply -- although I subsequently forgot the exact context — made 
a lasting imi>rcssion on me. He said he was doing fine and that 
he really lilccd living out in the country "because there are no 
neighbors to hear screaming at night." A distinctly evil glare followed. 

My immediate reaction was to give Gary a puzzled look, which 
must have not been what he expected because, for the only time I 
can remember, he seemed nonplused. He quickly mumbled something 

about how one of these nights he was going to go out and get 
himself a "nigger woman" and "beat the hell out of her." 


I did not laiow what to make of “that particular remark — ^ it 
was not accompanied by the usual little or f'rin — only 

by a look of awl^trardness iThich at the time I was at a loss to 
interpret; but the e^^change gave me very weird feelings about 
Gary^ and as wc parted company I silently hoped I would never 
have to deal with him again* It also crossed niy mind that if 
he was serious there was not much I could do about it. 


light of my recent realisations concerning Gary ^rstcin 
now see a certain logic and possible motivation in his actions 
hat night* 1 think Cary probably had three reasons for wanting 
to see me; l) in his eyes a by-product of his having pulled off 
the so-called crime of the century was bis having made me "famous,^* 
and he wanted to enjoy his albeit unrecognised importance in my 
life by gloating a bit in my presence^ perhaps he even w^anted to 
give me an in!d_ing that the assassination had been his v7ork; 2) 

I think he wanted to find out just how much I suspected and e^:actly 
what I vms telling people when they asked me if X thought Oswald 
had really done it, acting alone (Slim's "he knew Oswald" remark 
being a perfect opening for such questions from others); and, 
finally, I think he wanted to intimidate me a little, so that I 
would not actively pursue any suspicions 1 might have about his 
inv o 1 vein en t , 

Now vrhen I responded to Slimes opener by saying jokingly that 
I had masteminded the JPiC murder, Gary and Slim and 1 were aware 
that the quip had a deeper level than those to idiom it was addressed 
were in a position to realize , because of the discussion we had the 
day Gary asked me for ideas on lio\^ to kill Kennedy* At that time, 

I regarded that discussion as an eric coincidence to be laughed at, 
but whether Gary realized this or not I do not know. His later 
remax'k about screams in the night, couple with his oddly off-gunrd 
reaction when ray resrxjnse was puzzlement rather than, presumably, 
fear — indicates to me that perhaps he had thought, until making 
what must have been intended as a veiled threat, that 1 understood 
suspected far more than I did. 


ily stopover in New Orleans had been a nostalgic detour on a 
journey to kobert LeFe\-Tc's Freedom School In Colorado Springs, * 
v?hcre I had won a scholarship for a too -week course of study in 
libertarian capitalist thought, with which the ideas of Ayn Rand 
were somewhat identified. Here I e>q?ected to get more "intellectual 
ammunition" v/ith v;hlch to combat the rotten "whim worshipers" of 
the collectivist world, but instead 1 went through my third really 
important ideological change, from Rand's concept of limited 
government to the position that a nonviolent and wholly non- 
governmental society was both desirable and, in time, possible, 
l^Fevre refuses to call himself an anarchist, because the tenn

I had traveled through Cliicajjo on the way back to the Arlington 
area after the Freedom School visit, and there I stopped by to see 
publisher Paul Ncimark, whose Randitc magazine articles and paper- 
back anthologies had impressed me, and wxth whose secretary'', Louise 
Lacey, X had been corresponding for many months. 

During ny interview with Nexnark (of Hovel Books) I mentioned 
having luiovm Osv;ald and having i/ritten The Idle Warriors and 
suggested that Heimark might be interested in publishing it. 

Soon after my arrival in GaLifomia I got a Letter from Neimark 
in which he stated that while he was not interested in publishing

Neimarl; had vex'y specific notions about what he wanted the book 
to contain. For one thing he wanted a psychological portrait of 
the accused assassin v/hieh interpreted his projected motives in 
terms of Objectivist Psychology* For another thing, he insisted 
upon a fictionalized chapter in which the readers could see the 
assassination, as the VJ'arrcn Report outlined it, through the eyes 
and mind of tree Oswald* Also, he wanted to include selected 
excerpts from the version of Ike Idle !/arriors which was v^ritten 
before the assassination.

All these conditions were agreeable to me at the time^ but I 
did not rcali^G what liberties the Insider would take with the 
material I had OTitten when they "simplified" the language* Since 
I did not read the Ins ider installmeTits when they appeared on the 
stands later^ I was not to realize what great liberties 

had been taken with the material, by V7ay of sensationalizing it, 
until long after the matter was water under the bridge. But 
meanwhile a number of Warren Report critics — most notably Ray 
llarcus read the Insider version of Oswald and became inflamed 
at me for "jumping on Oswald when he was down" and "cashing In on 
the assassination . " Although lir. Marcus lived in Los Angeles, 
neither he nor any of the other critics confronted me with such 
accusations, so I was never given a chance to explain the actual 
circumstances which resulted in the Insider sensationalization of 
my book* 

The paperback book edition of Oswald , x^^hich made Its appearance 
in April of 1965, carried sensatiohaListic cover promotion, but 
the actual content which appeared under my by-line was just as I 
had x^itten it. Oswald also contained a piece by Bud Simeo, with 
xv^hom I was again in contact since moving to California, x^hich 
expressed his perspectwe on my I'L\GS«9 relationship with Osx\*aId , 

I believe it vfas my idea to include a piece by Bud in this book. 

Sometime in the autumn of 1965 I received a telephone call from 
Warren Report critic David Lifton, who told me that he was also 
a student of the philosophy of A 5 m Rand, that be had read OsxJald 
and recognized it as an cxix>sition of Objectivist Psychology, and 
that he would like to come over and talk to me about the conclusions 
of the Warren Gommission, which my book h^id held in great reverence. 
At this time I was living in Culver City with Cara Leacb, who 
to become my spouse a months later. David had purchased 
the 25 volumes of testimony and documents upon which the V/arren 
Report supposed to be based and he brought these over with 
him in the trunk of his car.

On this occasion I told Rose Hi I had knotnm. Oswald and that I 
hated the j^overnment probably as much as he, Roselli, did because 
I was an anarchist* But I do not believe4>* these statements register- 
ed with Rosclli; he just looked at me blankly and laughed politely* 

Another ideological phase of mine, which was later to cause 
mis und ers t and ing among a ss as s ina t io n bnf f s , o c curr ed dn ring the 
period o£ time that I worked at Glen Towers* I read Th e Ego and 
His Cvm , by nineteenth century German individualist anarchist liax 
Stirner and began making Sti.rneristic declarations in letters to 
my libertarian friends, such as Louise Lacey (who was by this time 
living in San Francisco and who shared my enthusiasm for an alliance 
with the New Left), 

I made such statements as; "If I find it in my self-interest, 1 
will lie, cheat, steal, kill, etc* 1 am a law unto myself, I reject 
not only altruism, but all systems of morality*" Taken in their 
full context, Stimer's ideas are not as ferocious as such extreme 
statements as the above make them sound* In fact Stirner himself 
was a mild-mannered school teacher whose real name was J. Casper 
Schmidt, and who was never knoTs^n to harm a fly- 

St inner ism, as I interpret it, simply holds that loving conduct 
toward others comes not from the head and the elaborate moral systems 
which mny or may not be contained therein, but from the heart — 
unpredictnbly and unsystematically. Therefore Stirtterists reject 
all moralities and face squarely what most people hide from them- 
selves — that in certain circumstances they may lie, cheat, steal, 
kill, etc* (For example, although I agreed with LeFevre that all 
violence simply tended in the long run to increase the power of the 
State, 1 also realized that if 1 were a Vietnamese peasant whose 
house was being bombed that, given an anti-aircraft gun, I would 
certainly shoot at the bombers with it*) 

Furtherraore, Stirner-istf! realize that against a Ghengis ICahn 
or a I«cro raoralizmj^ docs not work. So if people who subscribe 
to mo^alxtxes violate their o\m principles, in extreme situations 
and even at other times, ■ 5 and if people wlio do 

not ^ubKcribe to moralities are not influenced by the principles 
of others, no matter hov/ rrj^hteously these are mouthed — then 
perhaps moralities cause more suffering, than they prevent.

Heanwhlle, I nliso discovered psychedelics, and as a result began 
nucstionln^^ another major plank in Ayn Rand ks phxlosophy her 
Silitant atheism and rigid rationalism^ liy psyched el xc experiences, 
amounting to slightly over a dozen LSD sessions in all, were wxth 
out exception deeply mystical* I came to feel that the universe 
was infinitely more profound, and filled with many more unexpact- 
able possibilities, that I had supposed* 


In December of 1965, just after our marriage, Cara and I journeyed 
by bus to Pennsylvania to visit her parents, and we went by way of 
New Orleans, making a stopover there for approximately 24 hours* 

Lurxn^^ this time we visited v/ith Clint Bolton, Vic Latham, and 
I believe 1 saw Slim Brooks (and I think that this was when he was 
living near Decatur Street, up near the Esplanade end of the Quarter, 
possibly on Chartres). 

I am now certain I did not see Gary Kirs te In on this visit. 

the Atlanta Rolice Intelligence people asked me last July if 
1 had seen Gary since 1964 — a possibility which bad not occurred 
to me until then, and v^hich terrified me — 1 held out the remote 
possibility that I had seen him during this IQGS^visit, and forgotten 
about it because, until recently, Gary seemed like a marginal and 
unimportant figure in my life.) 

I do not recall what Slim and I tallied about. I recall regard- 
ing Glint only that I introduced him to Cara in the Bourbon House 
and he told her that she must be a good influence on me, ^because 
while I still had all the old fire of my French QiiaTter days, I 
no longer had the unbearable intensity. I remember that we visited

Ky first reaction was to protest that such was impossible be- 
cause Oswald and I had not been in New Orleans at the same time. 

But she got out some, recent newspapers and demonstrated to me th^

r She reminded me of the incident, which 1 have previously covered, 
^when she turned from the bar and complimented me on my voice. 

Indeed, I could remember the incident, but could not recall for 
certain who I was sitting with at the time -- but I was at least

Barbara, with the most formidable certainty imaginable, insisted. 


She said that she had worked as a casting director and that in that 
profession she had learned never to for^ftt a face, and that when

1 had come to know Barbara only recently, and only because 
nearly every night when I got off work at Arno’s, it at her 

house that I would find Glint, along with Sam (the tabaaco impre#s- 
ario mentioned earlier^ and sometines a fellow named Cliff Hall, 
who was introduced to rae as a radio and movie personality of some 
sort, I was therefore completely unaware of Barbara’s repxitation 
for lying, exaggerating^ and imaginarily connectin;:^ herself with 
ail kinds of major news events* So xv’hen she finally pjroposed the 
theory that Oswald and I had failed to recognize each other out of 
uniform -- or at least that I had failed to recognize him — - and

that ) .

This was 
something I passed on and forgot about without giving it ™ch 
thought at all ~ and, again, in 1963, Garrison asked me if I ^ 
had ever told anyone that Jiiamy Hof fa was behind the as s a sin at ion 
and, not recalling this letter, I told him 1 had not* 


I also stopped by for a visit with Barbara in 196^* All 1 
remember about this visit Is that she repeated the asrertion that 
she would swear to her dying day that she had seen- me with Oswald 
in the Bourbon House, and she gave me a copy of Huxlej^'s The 
Doors of Perception , which she inscribed "with love — and defiance; 


This brings me back to the 1965 confrontation* As I arrived 
at Barbara’s some people were delivering or picking up sqme films 
in large movie film cans or bo^^es — and Barbara was either very 
busy or on her v?ay out, so I didn^t stay very long* Again she 
said she would sv/ear until tier dying day that she had seen me with 
Oswald that September day in the Bourbon House, and she also added 
her opinion that the death of foziner mayor Ijorrison of New Orleans 
in a plane crash was connected vjith. the assassination conspiracy- 


It is worth noting that Barbara’s husband. Bill Edmund son, worlced 
y in the pharmacy of the drug store at the corner of Canal and Camp 
which vms next door to Guy Bannister’s office* Barbara was to tell 
^ Greg Hill, in 1965 or so, of her "Hafin boyfriend*’ and by I960 she 
had acquired a re put at ion around the Quarter as a heroin pusher* 
Barbara has also been active in the Discordian Siocicty and claims 
she is, in fact, the Goddess Eris Herself* 

I have never knov/n r|uite what to make of Barbara, and my 
speculation that she may have been wittingly involved could very 
easily be entirely wrong — but someone should certainly question 
her concemitTg Kirstein and her alleged Ifafia contacts* If she 
was not wittingly a party to the assassination she has perhaps 
somehow been used by the assassins over the years and she 
could in tlxat case provide some valuable information* 


It was largely on the basis of Barbara’s suspicions about me 


that I began darkly joking about my

I»avid Lif ton’s visit deprived me of my sense of humor in this 
area for a couple' of years. 


In the spring and suri'tier of 1966 X bc^ati speahin^, out pubLicnlXy 
against the Warren Report* At first I did not consider the JFK 
assassination an important issue , because I figured the major 
result oi: exposing the conspiracy would be simply to put Robert 
Kennedy in the Ihresidency * Also^ the whole subject made me very 
uncomfortable because I was keenly aware that I was a potential 
suspect, and bCisides that I soon came to realise that an unusually 
large percentage of assassination witnesses were meeting x/ith 
violent and imtimely deaths (though I later learned, not so many 
as Renn Jones, Jr*, was asserting;* 

Nonetheless, 1 gave a rather outspoken statement to Fact: 
mag o cine over the phone, which they published in their November- 
Decctnber 1965 issue. 1 wrote an article attacking the 'i barren 
Report for In n o vator , the libertarian newsletter X edited, which 
appeared in Febniary of 1967. I lectured on the shortcomings of 
the Warren Report at the Henry George Schools in San Diego and 
Los Angeles, and gave a rather nervous interview on the subject 
of the murdered witnesses over Harry Jollartl^s Kil-'K radio show* 

1 also wnrote an article for llamparts , which they did not pub- 
lish, on my experiences with the Secret Service and the FBI just 
after the assassination and, later on, v/ith the V/arren Commission* 
(The manuscript copy of this article, x/hich was in the Ramparts 
files as late as 1963, contains some rather interesting xnforaat- 
ion; the edited t^’peset version which they also bnd in their files 
is too distorted by deletions to make much sense*) 

By 1967 1 reached a point in my politics where, as f*ar as basic 
issues and premises go, I remain to this day* When the conservatives 
began complaining that radical students were interested in nothing 
but '^sex, drugs, and treason'^ I realized that, instiuctuaiiy , they 
had hit the nail on the head* Sex, drugs, and treason were the 
three things X was for. 

ilegarding se::, I became firmly convinced that unless there were 
trends established in our culture in the direction of uncompromising 
sexual honesty, tolerance for minority sexual preferences , equal 
treatment of the screes , rational oneness concerning VD and birth 
control, and saner attitudes regarding sex and chi Id -rearing, 
particularly with reference to masturbation — further meaningful 
social change would not be possible. The basic cornerstone of the 
entire edifice of the authoritarain submissive/dominant personality, 

1 came to believe, was composed of the implicit supposition that 
one’s body does not really belong to oneself, v/hich is contained 
in nil sexually antagonistic attitudes, from censorship to rape. 

The dhild who is persuaded not to masturbate will, of logical 
necessity, bccone an adult who can be conned or coerced into 
military behavior. Ownership of one’s body is the poll teal issue. 

Regarding drugs , I gained a great deal/of respect for psychedelic 
substances as powerful tools for res tructuring portions of one’s 
personality which could not be reached by intellectual effort 
alone, for expanding one’s sense of identification and compassion, 
and for opening narrow and dry Western ego to mystical possibilities. 


Zen mid similar styles of meditation, alonj^ with the yof^a discxplmcs 
I cane to see ns methods for maintaininj^ psychec-cLic levels o*. 
awareness, once the chemicals had demonstrated the nature of such 
modes of consciousness. As for speed, downers > the opium derivatives 
and alcohol in anything, but moderate amounts -- X have always seen 
these as drugs which shut dowTi human av/areness, harm the body, 
provide escapist solutions to problejns, and therefore simply shore 
up the status quo* I have also tended to oppose authoritarian 
systems of belief and rip-off gurus in the mystical disciplines 
for similar reasons. 

Regarding treason, 1 came gradually to a position of supporting 
nearly all factions on the radical left, except in their quarreling 
with each other and the dogmatic insistence of some of these groups 
on the necessity of political violence Cor, in other cases, the 
immorality of violence under all circumstances). 1 came to this 
position without ever abandoning some of the more libertarian 
elements on the extreme right, lleanwhile, 1 continued to refine 
my omi political philosophy of anarchism — not because I favored 
'Violence and chaos" with which anarchism is nearly alwaj^s falsely 
equated, but becanse of my opposition to violence and chaos, for 
which government military machines and bureaucratic structures 
are largely responsible in today's world. 

During the past eight or nine years most of my writing, speak- 
ing, and social organizing efforts have centered around the "sex, 
drugs, and treason" theme, which I have continually refined and 
elaborated with special areas of focus. Moreover, I have as the 
years have passed aquired more confidence and more social courage 
in these areas, and hence I have become extrernely outspoken- 
Consequently, most of the straight media people I have encountered 
and even some culturally conservative types within the Movement 
tend to regard me as "some Icind of nut," v;hich is one way of 
avoiding dealing with what I have to say, 

I believe that recently my image as a 37-year-old beatnik has 
lessened my credibility as an assassination witness. For had I 
been clean shaven, ’ suit-wearing, and utterly devoid of any original 
ideas, I am almost certain it would not have taken me some six 
months to get serious investigative attention for my charges 
regarding Kirstein, 

By late 1966 and early 1967 the only elements of the Ajm Rand 
philosophy that remained with uie were those of feeling guilty unless 
I justified everything I did in terms of self-intercs t , a blindness 
to the destructive role of the large corporations in modem society, 
and a lack of understanding regarding the nature and effect of 
socioeconornic classes. Since about 1972 my thinking has taken a 
distinctly Marxian turn in those three areas. 

Late in 1966 Cara and 1 made another "Christmas visit," this 
time by automobile, to Pennsylvania in order to spend a couple of 
weeks with her folTcs* As we crossed through the Itldwest, the first 
sensational news of Jim Garrison's Mew Orleans investigation of the 
John Kennedy assassination liit the newspapers and telcvison screens. 


1 smelled trouble from the start* In the first place* Garrison 
vas echoin- Barbara Reid exactly in sayinji that the conspxracy was 
Orleans based*" Part of Barbara's orij^inal riovember 1963 rap 
dealt with some man Garrison had arrested regard mg the JFk murder 
shortly after it happened and then later released. The French 
oiiarter is a socially incestuous place and it wovild have been no 
problem at all for Barbara to get Garrison's ear during his off 

hours . * * - - ^ 

^diile X now believed the iVesrdential assassination was not the 
work of a lone rifleman* the notion of a Mew Orleans based conspir- 
acy seemed utterly nonsensical to me. In those days when people 
used to ask me who I thought murdered John ICennedy* in the sense 
of being behind the operation, I used to say that I didn't want to 
mention any names, but that his initials were LBJ. 

This theory was based primarily on things David Lifton had told 
me at one point or another during our discussions when 1 was work- 
ing at Glen Towers. At one point Lifton held the theory that Fred 
Korth had engineered the JFK murder in exchange for a political 
favor from Johnson and that it had consisted exclusively of high 
level Pentagon officials and expendable hit men in commando 
camofiage on the Grassy l^noll* 

To me* that vms the most logical hypothesis, and my free 
enterprise political background predisposed me to reject- at 
first, suggestions that others, such as Texas oilmen, might also 
have played a role — a prejutiice which

As for lloscIIi^'s’Tnveory that it was the GliV, I considered 
Roselli a likable old guy, but certainly no authority on political 

assassinations or t h t^ Intr l T i Ar^n^^y ,,, 

Another thing that predisposed me to think it was Johnson vjas 
Lifton ’s story of confronting Uarren Commission lawyer Ues Leibler 
very much as he had bombarded me. Lifton^s effects on Leibler were 
apparently less permanent than they were on me, but Lifton reported 
to me that Leibler found Lifton rather convincing and that he said 
at one point, ’'ilell, if it was a conspiracy, you Icnow that our 
former Vice i*resident must have been involved!." I felt Leibler, 
if nnyone^ ought to be in a position to judge. 

So my xmmedia-tc reaction to the early news about Garrison 
investigation, especially since it had been admittedly undertaken 
at Senator Utisnell Longhs suggestion, was that Johnson had commiss- 
ioned Long to somehow make it worth Jim Garrison's t^hile to under- 
take a second cover-up, in order to silence critics of the ILarrcn 
Gomnisrion.

After T 7 G j^ot to Pennsylvania » v/e vjore watch iTij;^ the news one nlj^ht 
with Cara's family and it was announced that Garrison believed that 
Fidel Castro had sent "nine assassination teams'^ into the U*S. to 
kill JFK* This was a false leak* but X did not Learn that until 
many months aften/ards^ lly immediate reaction was to conclude that 
Garrison thourht the Ancrican people were stupid, if he expected 
them to buy that one, and to decide that his investigation was not 
going to be much of a threat to me after all^ 

1 Xs^ant to pause now and insert some corrections and additions

possibility is that Gary borrowed a small tape recorder from Guy 
Bannister, t^iped our discussions of the day, and then returned it 
to bim that evening* I am very unsure of this business of the two 
visits, but it seems to ring a bell. 

P^egarding page 11 and also page 15i I now believe that the 
discussion regarding killing President iCennedy took place two

me in good-natured anger, that the discussion had been the result 
of a bet, and that I had cost him ten dollars because he had bet 
Gary that I would not Xv^ant to kill JFK* I am far from absolutely 
certain of this. I seem to have, some memories of exchauf^ing the 
relevant X'^ords xv^ith Slim, but I have no visual imagery to go x^ith 
them* It seems to me that immediately after the assassination, 
x^hich is to say anywhere betxJeen a fex ^7 hours and a d,ay, I ran into 
Slim and commented that it x^ras certainly a weird eo-incidence that 
Gary and I had been discussing killing JFK just three \mBks ago, 
and I soetti to recall Slim correcting me and saying it xms tw-o x^eeks 
ago, i\gain, this material is extremelv vague in mind, but it 
keeps nagging me as a distinct possibility^ so I thought X had 
better include it. Over the past fexe xv^eeks it has seemed increasingly 
more possible, but my feelings of certainty on this score did not 
make themselves felt until I woke up one morning after a full night’s

Regarding pnge 10: In 1964 Slim wafi living on Esplanade, right 
next to the Quorum coffee hotise; my next visit to Mew Orleans 
after that was in 1965, not 1966 (I got our two trips to icnnsj^Ivania 
mixed up) and in 1965 Slim was, I think, living on Mhartres or 
possibly Royal, not yet on Decatur* 

Regarding page 28: the exact location of the Freedom School was 
in Larkspur, Colorado, and it has since changed its name to Raiaparts 
College and is now located in Santa Ana, Calif oi'^nia. 


I have also remembered recently that once Gary told me that in 
order to take over the govemnent 3 ^ou had to build an organization 
that v/as "neither fish nor fowl" — that defied ordinary categories 
of classification so that it would have low visibility* To me, 
who wanted to build a mass- supported grass-roots revolutionary 
free enterprise movement and mcirch on Washing tony --this seemed like 
a rather bizarre and unattractive suggestion. Also, I cannot seem 
to recall what was the "fish" and what was the "fowl" in this case, 
but it seems to me that the organization which assassinated JFK, 
accoTxling to most recent literature on the subject, was indeed 
neither fish nor fa/X with regard to organised crime and, the 
intelligence community. 


Shortly after the assassination I received a letter from 
Marguerite Oswald requesting a copy of Tlie Idle W arriors , and 
giving the impreKsion she thought it had been published* 1 did 
not answer it because it struck me as a very bizarre and deranged 
little note at the time, and I had enough other troubles on my 
mind, Clint Bolton asked me if he could have the letter, and I 
gave it to him. 

/ It has since struck me that Clint may have passed the letter 
on to Bannister or someone, who may have passed it on to Kirstein, 
who may have answered it in my name, with either tiie Olympia 
type\,?rLter or the "controversial" typet/riter which Glint loaned 
/ me in the autumn of 1965, 1 seem to recall Garrison questioning 

I me with great suspicion regarding the Letter 1 received from Mrs, 

J Oswald and how I disposed of it, 

/ Just a possibility, but one which ought to be easy to check 

via lira, Oswald* 


In 1966 1 was associated with a Texan named Bill Hanning, Jr, , 
who had contacted me through Innovator with a scheme to build a 
libertarian utopia in the San Bias islands of Rannma* Manning 
turned out to be quite a rip-off artist and finally left L*A, 
Ixjuncing checks in all directions* I doubt if he x-?as connected 
with the assassins, but it is a possibility that recently crossed 
my mind. It might be worth a check to see if he was associated 
with llosty. 



Getting; bad: to a fc:; nore itenn on Jarstcin before rcturnixif^, to 
my attempt at a chronolo[^ical narrative, soneno:/ I ncf^lected to men- 
tion that Gary used to say that when he vjatched j;an[%ster raovics an

£^uy who masterminded the robbery^ I'or some reason he considered this 
very sif;nificant information, because he brou[;ht it up more than 
once, possibly several tiracs* 

Also, on about the same level of certainty that 1 now place the 
arsarsiuation discussion at t\;o weelcs before the event itself, I 
also feel rather stronp:ly that Gar^^ went to Tjorl: for ComTorto after 
Icavinf^ Busch and, in fact, left the job at Busch bcce*?.use he ;;^ot the 
position T7ith Gomforto* Ibrcovcr, I think Slim told me that Gary 
vras worlcinc for Gonforto as a "bouncer** in one of his clubs. 

IJoi'iaall}’^ I have e::cludcd from this statement var;uc memories of 
verbal c*:chanf^cs until or unless I can brin^' to mind visual ima^erj^ 
to £50 v:ith then. (For curamplc, the reason I became certain finally 
that Gary mentioned brin^inf^ Jimmy Iloffa into the assassination was 
because I recalled that as he said this he was slumped down on the 
sofa in a very rela::cd position.) I can’t seem to call up any 
visual imnn^^ry rcrarding the information on Comforto immediately 
above, nor on the data conceminf; the time of the assassination 
discussion, but I nevertheless seem to have fcclinp:s of increasinc; 
certainty rc^^ardinp; these natters. So, I offer them for T7hat they 
arc worth, v;hich mif;ht not be much. 

Ironically, in lirht of his associations both with Ilarcello and 
Gomfoi'tOi incxdcntnlly , Gary held Italians in enormous contempt, 
considering; them **an inferior race** and holding, then ruich to blame 
for Hitler’s losinp; the war, sayin;^ that they were **cloT7ns." 

In this connection it strilccs me as something which X'/ould have 
been typical of Gary’s sense of humor, as well as his obsession 
with ’IJII, to plan the assassination in such a ^:ay that a German 
Mauser would be used as the actual murder weapon,' and then that 
its notoriously unreliable Italian counterpart v;ould be substituted 
for it on the scene, of the crime — which is what some './arren 
Report critics believe to have happened. 


Returnini5 to the story where I left off at the end of the 
first para-'^raph of nafc 59 — my reason for fornettinn about 
Garrxson for a lonr, udiilc after the first revelations v;crc made 
concerned what I believed to be his story that it was the T 7 ork 
of lidcl Castro. 1 dismissed this notion on the yrounds that 
had it been Castro, then several hiyji-levcl official's on the 
Dallas police force ^/ould had to have been cr^^’pto— Communists of 
somo !a.nd, uluch still fjccms hi^.hlv imlikclv to me. llic 26 
Yolumep leave many reasons for believing the Dallas police were 
involved in the cover-up. 

Indeed, a cover-up could hardly have taken place without 
their extensive cooperation.

how suspicious I was of Garrison! The main thin^t X remember noticing 
about the arrest oi Clay Shaw was the way Garrison^s men seized all 
bis personal possessions and paraded those wnips and those chains 
through the streets 4 - 

This vjas extremely relevant to my way of thinlcing because at that 
time we xi?ere active in a sexually swinging psychedelic tribe ^ first 
known as Southern Califox^nla Kerista, and then as The Gentle Folh- 
This group included people from different places in society 
econoraically there vras a $40^000 a year executive on one end of the 
spectrum and me, a $50 a wec.k pornograx>her ^ on the other* An 
investigation of my sex life — and none of us were into vjhips and 
chains, incidentally, but we were having beautiful t^eckend orgies — 
woiild not onl 5 ' have given several of our older relatives strokes, 
probably, but it w'ould have violated the private lives of others 
in the tribe* The contemporary wisdom on seroiality was still very 
dim in those days , compared to what it is now fast becoming* 

But as I say, my interest in Garrison began fliclcering out at 
a rapid rate soon after the initial go-arounds. 

There is something which I did probably in the summer of 1966, 
possibly in 1967, early, of which 1 am and have for years been 
very much ashamed* 

Cara and 1 went to pick up the Innovator mail at the Palms Post 
Office, one day, and then around the corner to the restaurant, where 
two hip men and a hip woman hailed us as "brothers^* — sort of out 
of nowhere — and told us immediately that they were anarchists, 

’Jc said so were we and went in and had breakfast together. 

One of these guys was namp-d Jonothan Leake and he was the 
"theoretician" for Uesurgcnce Youth llovemcnt, which Ihirray Roth- 
bard had told me was into organising motorcycle gangs for revolution- 
ary street fighting. That had seemed okay to me on first hearing 
it put that way. 

As Leake and I got into a debate about violence I objected to 
something on the grounds that it involved torture. Icai'^e replied,

Shit 5 1 was afraid to disagree* 

Thc? 5 /told us they had a trunk full of propaganda they needed to 
stash and asked us if we v/ould take it home and keep it till they 
came by for it that afternoon. 1 said okay and we took it* 

At this time we were living at 909 West 77th Street. When we 
got home — or when I got home, rather, for I must have dropped 
Cara off at the Soaring Society where she then w^orked — X sat on 
the front porch and read it. 

^ It did not Look iilce anything which I then classified as anarchist 
literature. It looked to me like a crude itnitation by someone uho 
believed anisrehy meant violence and chaos* It seemed to be a vicious 
parody on anarchist thought*

Kow at this time I v;as pLar"uc<! off and on by the possibility 
that somewhere amonf; my acquaintances there niy.ht possibly be one 
or two of the real John ICennedy assassins, but my suspect list 
did not [^o much beyond Barbara Reid, sometiniGs Carlos Castillo, 
because I did not want to feel that I was a paranoid. 

In any case^ I was damned sure that whether or not I unknov/inj^ly 
knev; the assassins, they certainly knew about me, for if anyone 
read the »7arreri Report they must have, perhaps they were the first 
to read it. % • • 

So 1 think I probably went in the house and smoked another joint 
or two, and bi'ooclcd over the Resurgence liter«ature. It advocated 
putting LSD in the water sup "ly, ripping apart hip middle-class 
night clubs — the kind my j^-oungcr broLhers then wore frequenting 
on the Sunset Strip — and beating up the clientele, and portrayed 
the ^^mstcrda^ IVovos, one of my favorite anarchist groups, as a 
bunch of thugs. 

I got up and went into the kitchen. Looking out the window 
I noticed there was a phone man up on the telephone pole in the 
back alley. 

Panic seized me at this point. I decided he was installing a 
tap and that the police were getting ready to bust me for grass, 
or at least on that pretext, and then confiscate the stash of 
Resurgence literature, and publicize it in the ncx^spapers as my 
ideology. 

Now this terrified me because it took away the only silver lining 
my black cloud of assassination paranoia ever had. I at least figured 
it v:ould result in publicity for my libertarian/anarchist ideas. 

One docs not have to be an anarchist for long in order to acquire 
the deep sense of frustration, shared by all anarchist I have ever 
met, over the difficulty of getting anarchist concepts into the 
realm of public discussion. Neither elementary schools nor secondary 
schools nor even universities acquaint students first-hand v;ith the 
x 7 ri tings of the anarchists. Of the popular antholgoics which exist, 
about half are misrepresentative and most contain introductions 
x/ritten hy statists x/ho either themselves do not understand, or do 
not x-rant their readers to understand. 

In the United States of iVnerica — and in most of the rest of 
the x;orld — about the only x-;ay an anarchist can get anj^one to pay

llaymarhet martyrs, Joe Hill, Sacco and Vanzetti. 

So I decided Leake x;as probably a Fed x%^ho was setting me up for 
a bust that xvtould misrepresent my anarchist ideas, in order to 
deprive these of their potency before the public, after which I 
coulc. be kicked around for attacking the Warren Commission x;ith 
impunity. I saw only one method of preventing this at the time. 

I took one sajnplc each of everything Leake left with me, got in 
the car, drove clown to the Fill office and, cleverly (so I thouj^ht), 
told then I wanted to alert them to a subversive eroup, 

they were°still*^almo^h and associates really were anarchists, 

tt yx^i'ere Still almost as mean and evil as the FBI itself so 

would just be "one reptile devourinc; the other." 


As seen ar^ I found nyscif silt inf: acrosr: the table from a young 
and cican-cut FBI agent — who did not even crack a smile when 
I introduced nyself by sa^/ing ray FBI file vJas over an inch thick 
(having seen it in the room \ihern I corrected my //arren Commission 
transcript) — 1 realized I was maiding an enormous nistakc^ !>ut I 
went through vath it, laying the literature on him, telling him 
about Leake, and then departing for home, (By the way — a very 
long time has elapsed since Clarence iCelley promised to send me 
my FBI file, over his signature, '*at the earliest possible date'" 
in response to my FOIA request* His letter, which certainly must 
constitute a contract of some kind, is dated 11 September 1975* 

I have so far not received it*) 


After I got ho called and asked me v’hat I thought of 

the literature. ^ told him I had only a few minor points 

to pick, and invited him to come by and talk about it, and pick 
it up- Ue said that might not be jxisslble, that he and his 
comrades has been picked up by the police and had a verx' weird 
experience- I felt about as high as my FBI file was thick. 

As the years have gone by I^vc felt more and nore rotten 
about this bit of finkery, because I have come more and more 
to realize that such literature as Leake possessed could easily 
simply have been vjrittcn by some other anarchist — one who was 
feeling the same frustration I was, only maybe for a couple of 
decades instead of a couple of years, and had decided in' desperation 
to draw attention to anarchist ideas by means of shock, and uho was 
also expressing some anger about the virtual blackout on anarchist 
thought in the media - 


Something which was not relevant to the iCennedy assassination 
then, but which has become very relevant to it recently, is my 
relationship with Robert Anton Wilson, because this now seems to 
be affecting my credibility as a witness. 

It was during the period Cara and I lived on West 77th that 
Wilson and I began cor're. spending. He was then vorkinrr as an 
associate editor of ^lavbov and Innovator put out an issue 
called "PoFtmen AfjainsTthe State," v/hich dealt with all the 
iiontcovemraental postal systems that have functioned here and 
there from time to txme much more efficiently th*an j^overnment 
postal systems* ^The Playboy Forum*' in those davs was carrying' 
a lot of complaints from readers about post office nnoopine, 
so I persuaded the publisher of Innovator to send a coov of the 
issue to everyone at Playboy. 




in Spooner’s post office, perhaps would enjoy an encloj^ed 
tract on his economic ideas. 

So ber^an a corresnondcuce which has been one of the Ion[^est, 
most intense, most stimulating, rewarding, enriching, enlighten- 
ing, sometimes scary -- and certainly the most unusual — of ny 
entire life, I will return to it, from time to time, as it be- 
comes relevant, later on in my storj^. 


The spring of 1967 brought with it the Easter Lovc-In in 
Griffith Pork, and the cubscquent Griffith rnrk Humon Be-Ins 
or Love-Ins, I regard these as the most important historic 
events with which 1 have been associated. They showed many 
thousands of us that the idea of a Hev; Age was a real possibility, 
not just a pretty dream. 

l^iile I remained a free enterprise libertarian in my cGonomics, 
the whole question of economics subsisded in importance for me 
in order to make room in my consciousucss for the other ideas that 
were flooding the Cllltural atmo sphe/rg^ jnF. thnt timf\ -ind nrr 
I was absorbing plrLLo^o^^^ influences faster than 1 could 
inte grate — Sli at once I was an 3D3-s t 3 rle ITdw Leftcr, a 

sttidt^fTb of Sen, a Provo tarian anarchist, an Aldous Huxley, 

Can ^atts, and Iladio Free 0:3 (ICPPIO freak, a General Senanticist, 
Timothy I^ary fan, an admirer of Gary Snyder, and a Taoist, etc. 
I felt that at some future time I could drop out and mull over 
^his inp ut and ey nlvr a i.iux'u nursoual* cred'g ;^ 

rn?5I^ was a SOTg by the Buffalo Springfield which was popular 
in those da 3 ^s which contained the line: "Paranoia strilccs deep, 
into your life it will creep, And that’s pretty much how the' 
Garrison Probe entered ny life, at a slow creep, as one trend 
among many. 


At some point 1 learned that Garrison x<rar, not accusing Castro — 
either from David Lifton, or from the Fort Sabi show, or from the 
Los Angeles Free l\-ess . That vjas vague disturbing to me and 
revived my fears of o second cover-up that would really be credible 
but there were far too many positive things occupying my attent- 
ion for me to spare very much of it worr 5 *^ing about Jim^ Garrison. 


Then one day I got a letter from Glint Bolton in which he 
mentioned in passing that Garrison was "fanning out in all dir- 
ections" and expressed surprise that 1 had not been dragged into 
it. Then he said that on second thought I was much too^sane, 
that everj^^one involved in the thing so far was a raving lunatic. 


Also, one day Lifton called me and expressed the opinion that 
I knew some things which would interest Garrison, 1 had a number 
of reasons by that time for distrusting Garrison as a person — . 
bits of Ircnch Quarter gossip, some of which later turned out not 
to be true — and 1 expressed these to David, I think, without 
going into ny theory . of a second cover-up, feeling he v/ould 
think me paranoid. 


So it went- 


Other ne;;ative elements bec^an to enter my paychcdcLic utopia- 
Everv fair days there woiild be a photograph on the front page of 
the newf^paper of n mutilated or burned Vietnamese child, I was 
alread^T^ vigoro\isly onposed to the war — and bad even been goa.ng 
around with lumberman’s chalk v/ritlng "Victory to the Vic Gong" 
on sidewalks, ns well as "The -American Eagle Pisses Hapalm' — 
but these photos hit ne on some deeper level than my resistance 
to the war. They starkly brought home to me how fragile was the 
Little bubble of bliss in which my oim life was enclosed, Robert 
Ingcrsoll used to ask fundamentalist Christians how they could be 
happy tn Heaven, knowing that most of the rest of us would be 
doim there suffering the torments of eternal Hell -- and I began 
asking myself the same question, 

1 think it was in June that a peaceful procession of anti-war 
demonstrators, picketing Lyndon Johnson's visit to Century City 
in L,A, , vjrere attacked ruthlessly and without provocation by the 
police. Both children and cripples, among others, were struck 
with clubs and at least one person was reported to have suffered 
serious bi-^nin damage* called it Black Friday, As it turned 

out, the hip/pacifist culture vms growing so fast — probably as 
a direct result of the Love-Ins — that a number of very proTninent 
citizens who also happened to look like hippies were in this crowd, 
and were victims of police brutality. Since the L,A. Times had 
initially defended the police, heads rolled at the Times and an 
enormous public outcry ensued, Vfnat disturbed me was that the 
news of this event, except for tiro or three short lines in 
Newsweek , did not get out of Los Angeles far as 1 could tell, 
Cara xo^ent back to Pennsylvania a week or so later and found that 
when she mentioned the Black Friday incident, nobody Imew what 
she was talking aboutp 


1 decided the time had cone for me to think about dropping 
out into the country somewhere, for in addition to the other 
considerations I also foresaw serious economic troubles ahead 

in the IJ*S, — the kind we have had in the past couple of years 

which I expected to begin much sooner than they did. In addition 
even to that, I also vjorried about a premature revolution spurred 
by the ’’youth novenent" image the mass media were foistin^ on the 
psychedelic subculture, or a fascist reaction which would" inde fin- 
itcly forestall any revolution at all; and two clap epedemics had 
hit the Gentle Folk, and jealousy trips began shattering 

the unity of the group, 

finally, I did not want Jim Garrison investigating the sex lives 
of mv ir lends. ^ ^ 


Off and on ejurin^ the sntnner of 1967 1 dealt with these negative 
^‘^ 4 - ^ went to the library atvi researched drop 
out plans or drove around the outskirts of Los Angeles lookinr, for 
a rural cnvironnent where shelter was availa;>le for rent, cheaply. 


ncianwhilc, I rclt a need to intcftratc my Ideas in the 

direction o£ some kind of anarchistic economic pluralism, uith a 
strategy based on the principles of Chinese Taoism, incorporating 
the left anarchist concept of revolution ^;hich most rirht anarchists 
reject in favor of social pessimism, and somehou finding a me.thod 
of that the revolution was not strangled in its 

name by whatever elitist f^roups were involved in the transition 
from ccntrali^red coercive authority to dec on tr aliped participatory 
autonomy- I had no concrete f^rasp on how to do this, but 1 decided 
to call the resulting gestalt, i/hcncver it finally came to me, 
Zenarchy, Somewhere along in there I also decided that my 
Tiom de guerre in such efforts would be ho Chi Zen, as a gesture of 
respect to Ho Chi Minh, and also for Zen Duddhism, the stmly of 
which had enormously stimulated my political creativity. 


By early autumn Cara and I had solidified our plans to drop out. 
Few of our friends Imew about this, because 1 Imew that if I told 
them they would simply talk me out of it, as they had already on 
a couple of occasions that stimmer, and I guess Cara felt prettj^ 
much the same way* 

Unable to find anything around Los Angeles that was for rent 
cheap, and in those days having a strong preference for warm 
weather, wc decided wc would sell our YJ and I v/ould use the 
money to fly to Florida and find us a place to live there. 

I had heard that Florida was "square'^ and so decided to shave off 
m^bcard and get a haircut before departure, 

Cne. day when all this was going on David Lifton called up^ UKb^ 
I infoi'med me of our plans he got very upset and said that before 
we left he wanted to get a couple of signed statements from me 
regarding various things I had told him regarding Oswald and also 
Atsugi, The great stress of his wording in this" request was that 
he wanted the material for a book on the assassination he was 
writing, but he mentioned also that he wanted to give copies to 
Jim Garrison — and I could see no way of turning do^ai such a 
request without incurring Lifton suspicion, since he was ver 
enamored _ at that time xiith Garrison and utterly pooh-poohed my 
^scrvati.ons - 

Lifton said it wmild only take an hour, that he would come 
over to the house, and that all I would have to do ironlcl be to 
sign the statements in the prcscn9ce of a notary, since he v;ouId 
even ;/rite them, checking with me to make sure of details as he 
did so. 

It so happened that soneone had recently given me an ounce or 
so of grass and X was busily engaged in smoking it up that dav, 
but 1 told Lif ton to cone on over* ^ 

, Well, it did not tnke an hour. It took all day. Ttie work 
:ona3.s ted only of _thr.ee brief statewenta — on the man uho used 
|to_ speak Uussian in the ranlis with Oswald and how Jenner told tnc 
^hiR nan was named Ilcindcl^, on the Uussian lessons available 
throuf^h special services at Atsu-i, and on the presence of the ( 
J(-2 spy plane at Atsu"!. However, Lifton and I spent considerable 


/ 


time arj^uinr, about the wording. Lifton u.^ed to tabe a vet'v hirh 
prcj^suro approach and he kept wanting me to word thingf? so strongly 
that it amounted to what X felt was exaggeration. At one pointy 
in the HexTidcl statement he wanted to say I had recalled something 
in a vivid flash, \Jhereas I wanted to emphasize that the memory 
had been reconstructed gradually on the basis of something Albert 
Jermer had told me off the record. We wound up comprornls ing by 
put t i ng i n o ne s cn t enc e wh i c h said it D av id ^ s wa y , foil o w ed by a 
sentence which said it my way — and I was so lost in the forest 
of inriting and rewriting and arguing by then that I didn't note 
that this made for what an attorney would call discrepancy*'' 

Intere^stingly enough , bavid was then quite enthusiastic about 
a theory of his that I hod been set up previous to the assassination 
ns an alternate patsy. At the time, that did not seem very Iil;ely 
to me* 


I also mentioned to bavid that GarrisSon might want to check 
into the airline crash involving Dallas officials which took 
place near tlew Orleans aroimd the time of the assassination^ 

since that seemed to me about the most solid of Barbara's 

conspiracy suspicions. And I hoped that Garrison, if he was 
sincere, would tic into something solid before he started looking 
at the coincidences surrounding me* 

1 flex^ to Florida as planned and wound up finding us an 
inexpensive place on a farm in the Palm River district on the 
outskirts of Tampa. Ily long-range plan was to learn to live 
off the land in Florida and evcntunlly save up enough to buy 
or build a small houseboat in order to live a free and indci>ondent 

life among the Florida coastal islands during the drop out periods 

of my life. Cl had a philosophy combining Tojmbee, the Buddha, 
and Leary about periodically trithdrnwing from and extending into 
social activity in order to avoid getting '^burned out," as they 
say now, or apathetic. ) 


Unfortunately we had an extrcmel3'' hard time getting economically 
established, nainl^i^ because I had ? 3 cen successfully freelance 
vjriting for about a 3^ear or more, and suddenly had a run of bad 
lu>^ mai^keting my material* 

^ Shortly after the taove, Lifton sent me a wire to cnlL him, and 
so I did. He had just net with Jim Garrison and was now to tall 3^ 
convinced that rny view of him was mistaloen, and David insisted that 
X meet v;xth Garrison and judge the man for myself* He further said 
that Garrison was willing to meet x^ith me on my terms, and thixt he 
L woiiln contact me under an assumed name — the initials of which

t-eleplione information anrl found it to be the sane as the number on 
the telegran. I then called up Garrison office^ said my name wns 
Kerry Thomley, and that 1 wanted to speak to Frank llnrshall (feel- 
ing that if Garrison wanted to UvSe an assumed name, IM respect his 
wishes). A man came on the line who I assumed was Garrison, but who 
said his name was Frank Maloch, not Frank llarshall. (Later, 1 
learned there was an investigator named KalocVi working for the LA. ) 
Italoch and I had a conversation which resulted in total misunderstand- 
ing for both of 

Soon, I got another telegram, similar to the Last one, except 
signed "Jim Garrison, District Attorney.^' 

1 warotc Garrison the following note and nailed it to him: 

24 October 1967 

Dear Hr - Garris on : 

As a personal favor to Ijt, Lift on I spent a whole day with him 
preparing that damned affidavit* It says everything I know about 
the subject* 1 regret that I bothered* 

',fhen 1 said 1 would speak to you ON IIY TliPilS, as you bad ap^^arently 
offered to do through Hr. Lift on, I meant it* And since chose,

I just talked at some length with NOTO, and he remembers 
some more details about the truck and the man with OSWALD. 
I am giving this to you in the form of a memo right now 
so that you can have someone start immediately attempt- 
ing to identify the man with OSWALD. 


The truck had a sign painted on the side to the effect 
that the business was "TV Electronics Parts and Service" 
or words to that effect. It was a black and white truck — 
black on the bottom and white on top. NOTO'S recollection 
is that the words were black words on a white background. 

He also recollects that the business was located on Broad 
Street. cA»-e^ KT 

He remembers further details about OSWALD (which I will 
not attempt to duplicate here becau/se he is giving us 
a longer statement) and these adde^ details confirm in 
ray mind that this was LEE HARVEY C^WALD whom he saw on 
the lakefront. There is a pr ^lera about the year, 
however he remembers it as - ^foBably 196^ but possibly 
1963. 



The man with OSWALD was definitely a Latin. He was the 
driver of the truck and NOTO'S impression is that he 
identified himself as a TV and electronics technician. 

He was tall, thin and somewhat on the dark side. He had 
black hair and wore a mustache. The estimate of his 
height is in the vicinity of six feet. 


It seems to me that, in view of the law of registration 
of TV technicians, it should not take us too long to 
end up with a list of Latin technicians whom we can pro- 
ceed to check out at once.

NOTO, Mr. NOTO stated that^atround October of November of 1962 
he arrested 2 men on the >g^a)ce front, one of whom was supposed 
to be LEE HARVEY OSWALD.*^ H e gauged his time in regard to th[e 
Tact that MARCEL CRAMPON was working late during the time 
because they were trying to "knock off" a Mr. JOSEPH CRONIN. 

Mr. LOUSTEAU also said that he can recall the particular inci- 
dent that NOTO was talking about, but he cannot place any faces 
or any names. He did take a look at the photograph and said 
that this man is always around the Lcdce front area fishing; that 
he has talked to him on several occasion; that he has seen him 
around a panel truck with a television repair sign on it which 
apparently was done by an individual and not by a professional 
sign painter. However, LOUSTEAU said that-, hflYg, 

haprmnsd in 3 96^ becau se as he remembers it, it was in 1961. 

He said that he cem remember CHAMPON staying there late that 
night in 1961, but that he knows this incident could not have 
happened in October or November of 1962 because JOE CRONIN was 
not working for the Levee Board at that time. 

As the date of Mr. CRONIN'S departure from the 
Levee Board seemed to be pertinent to the situation, especially 
to Mr. CRONIN"s presence in the Levee Board Police Station late 
at night, I contacted Miss Teal at the main office of the Orleans 
Levee Board and ascertained that Mr. JOSEPH CRONIN was dismissed 
from the Orleans Levee Board in May of 1962. You will recall 
that OSWALD did not get into the United States until June 10, 

1962 when he arrived in Dallas from Russia. 

I also interviewed LT. JACK GLIBER of the Levee

On Wednesday, 25 October, 1967, HARVEY LAWILL WADE, a 
building inspector for the County of Hamilton, Tennessee, 
Chattanooga was interviewed at"ll:30 A.M. in his office at 
the Courthouse regarding his statement contained in Warren 
“Commission Exhibit # 2370 and in Warren Commission Exhibit 
# 2432. WADE confirmed that the descriptions of two men 
_he saw with LEE HARVEY OSWALD in the Carousal Club, Dallas, 
on the night of November 10^ 1963, were accurately recorded 
in Commission Exhibit CE^oy the FBI Agent taking statement. 
He disappointedly commented however that it could not have 
been LEE HARVEY OSWALD with whom he saw the men because 
"Of course OSWALD was not there". 


WADE responded exuberantly however when informed that OSWALD 
undoubtedly had a double in Dallas as well as other places 
with him, and seemed relieved that he had not made the 
mistaken identification of OSWALD which the FBI questioner 
had indicated he must have made. WADE located the position 
at the bar where OSWALD and his companions were sitting and 
his own relative position to that in a photograph shown him 
of the interior of the Carousal Club. His distance from 
the three men appears to have been less than twenty feet.

On Thursday, November 14, 1963, I was employed at the 


New Port Motel as a clerk and PBX operator. My boss, MR. PETER 
GUARISCO, who owns the motel had left for a Rotary Club meeting 
at about 11:45 A.M. The meeting was at the Hub Club and was to 
start at 12:CC o'clock. 


to talk. Ka told me of his business in Dallas and how it was 
nice to get away from it once in a while and how he had even gone 
to Mexico for a few days. He did not tell me when or whare he 
had been in Mexico, but that he had already gone there.

There were other people in the place, but he just sat 
there and funibled with the phone cind didn't talk to anyone, i 
kept looking at him because he made me nervous as the lights on 
the board ware lighting up. I talked with RUBY until about 
1:10 P.M. and during this time, he continuously turned around 
and looked at OSVJALD and winked at him and kept talking. He 
continually stood right in front of my desk and the customers 
had to walk around him. RUBY also mentioned that he was either 
trying to charter a plane out of Patterson or going to catch a 
plane out of Patterson. He mentioned that he knew where to go 
in Patterson and that he was familiar with Patterson as he used 
to come down to the Hub Club in Morgan City and gamble. The 
Hub Club is owned by PETER B. GUARISCO (cousin) and I used to 
work there too, and -I have seen CARLOS MARCELLO gambling there 
on many occasions.

HE: INTERVIEW AT IdEXICAN CONSULATE IE NEW ORLEANS 


Today I went to the Mexican Consulate together with Gary 
Sander a and wc interviewed RUSEK GAxrOLA the Consul General 
and TERESA JARURBGUI who is employed as a clerk* According to MRS* 
FARRINGTON the "OSWALD" visit took place at the Mexican Consulate 
located in the Whitney Bank Building. During 1963 the Consulate 
was in fact located at the Whitney Bank at St* Charles and Gravier, 
Toward the middle of 1965, according to the Consul General, the 
office was moved to the Trade Mart where it is presently located* 

The Consul General during 1963 was REYES SPINDOLA* During 1963 in 
order to secure a tourist visa the applicant was required to submit 
proof of citizenship and pay a $3,00 charge* Pro^if of citizenship 
is considered to bo a birth certificate, army discharge , or even 
a notarized statement alleging that you are in fact a citizen. Wo 
picture is required* 

In order to secure a permit to bring a rifle into the country 
for hunting, one must pay §16.00, submit a photograph and submit a 
letter from the local police department stating that you have no 
record* The hunting season in Mexico is from October 15th to 
March 31st. The tourist visa v/as valid for a period of six months* 
According to MISS JARUREGUI, •'OSWALD*' entered the office during 
September and she is quite certain that it was before lunch. He 
approached MRS* GUADALUPE ORTEGA and stated that he wished to secure 
a tourist's visa, MRS* ORTEGA asked him for proof of citizenship 
and a record of smallpox vaccination. The man offered his birth 
certificate as proof of citizenship* This was accepted by MRS. 

ORTEGA who then handed the application to MISS JARUREGUI* MISS 
JARUREGUI told the applicant to sign a form which he did and the 
tourist card waa issued* MRS* ORTEGA is presently in Mexico City 
employed by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs* According to MISS 
JARUREGUIi MRS* ORTEGA Was quite sure that the man who made the 
application v;as LEE HARVEY OSWALD based upon pictures that she saw 
of OSV?ALD after the assassination. One or two weeks after the 
assassination, FBI agents visited the Mexican Consulate* They 
requested permission to take the original tourist application with 
them but such permission was denied* According to those presently 
employed at the Consulate, even the consul General docs not have 
pernilsaion to make such documents available and that an official 
ruling would have been required from the Mexican government. Per- 
sonnel at the office believe that the original application never 
left the office, but that a copy of it was made by FBI agents* This 
is significant, of course, in that handwriting analysis of a photo-* 
copy is much less valuable tEian an analysis of the original document* ^

Miss TEJEDA was working the day that LEE HARVEY 
OSWALD came in to apply for a tourist card for travel in Mexico. 
Miss TEJEDA says there was something about OSWALD that made her 
remember him. Miss TEJEDA said that OSWALD was alone when he 
came into the office and she does not remember OSWALD saying 
anything about taking a gun into Mexico or asking about the 
weather in Mexico. 

Miss TAJEDA said that OSWALD might have been in 
the Consulate more than one time. According to Miss TEJEDA no 
one else was in the office when OSWALD came. Miss TEJEDA says 
she remembered OSWALD'S face as soon as she saw it on television 
on the 22nd of November 1963. 

When the FBI visited the Consulate, they went 
through the files and found OSWALD'S application. Miss TEJEDA 
is reasonably certain that the FBI agents did not photograph 
OSWALD'S application and she is certa in that the document was 
not taken from the Consulate. The application was burned in 
1965 when the Mexican Consurlate moved to new offices in the 
International Trade Mart.
